The incomplete returns indicate 
that the w ildest prediction of the 
total popular 
vote were exceeded 
and that 
Hoover won 
a record 
sm ashing popular plurality. The 
republican 
and democratic voters 
alone 
appear to have 
numbered 
more than 40,000,000, of whom 24,- 
000,000 cast their ballots for Hoov­ 
er and 16,000,00 for Smith. 
Tho 
popular voOte plurality of 8,000,000 
for Hoover is greater than that for 
Coolidge in 1924 and for Harding 
in 1920. 
Hoover received 50 per cent more 
popular vote plurality of 8,000,000 
date for 
the 
presidency, while 
Smith received more than any oth­ 
er candidate, 
save 
Hoover, and 
twice as many as any other demo­ 
crat. 
According to the nearly complete 
returns from the election.
